Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
5 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this apphcation after final rejection. Since this application is 

ehgible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1 .1 14. AppHcanf s submission filed on November 1, 2004 has been entered. 

10 Preliminary Amendment 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of the preliminary amendment filed on November 1, 2004. In 
the amendment claims 1 and 3-5 were amended. Currently, claims 1-7 remain for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

15 3. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

4. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
directed at an electronic locker system for storing items into a plurality of lockers. The system is 
comprised of a locker, an electronic lock, a control unit, and a reader, and the control unit is 
connected to a locker managing center. The users (depositors) maintain a contractual 

20 relationship with the locker management company. The users are required to identify their 
identity when depositing an article into the locker, and retrieving the item from the locker. 
Based on verification of the identity and contract, the locker is opened for use. Such locker 
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system, particularly based on use contract are not disclosed or suggested by previously cited 
references. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue
